This memorandum written about 1925 describes in general 
terms a kind of hydraulic turbine which seems practical. Share 
is copious evidence among the other oi Tesla's papers that this 
idea was generally disclosed to appropriate individuals and 
that ft received favorable comment and possibly some use Some 
of these comments are contained on tho last page oi the eJiioit.
